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THE “VILLAINS” OF THE COMMUNE. 


[‘' Liberty,"” New York. ] 


Elisée Reclus, perhaps the most famous geographer living, author 
of a gigantic work, entitled “The Earth and Its Inhabitants,” for 
which he has been decorated by a French scientific society, is the first. 
villain on our list. He fought in the ranks of the Commune. 

Paschal Grousset, who escaped from New Caledonia with Rochefort 
ig now a novelist, a journalist, and a leader of the movement for the 
physical culture of the youth of France. 

Blie Reclus, brother of Elisée and librarian of the National Library 
under the Commune, is an ethnologist of high repute and is employed 
in scientific work by the publishing house of Hachette and Co. By his 
side works Lefrangais, another member of the Commune and scientist 
ae well, 

It is almost needless to mention Henri Rochefort. Though now un- 
dergoing another exile on account of his politica] opinions, his leading 
article sent from London to L’Intransiqeant is read eagerly every Cay 
by thousands of people, and the Republic trembles before his pen as 
did the Empire. Among the journalists of France he is easily the 
first in influence. ; 

Arthur Arnould, since the amnesty, has written novels which have 
won him fame, and a play which scored a pronounced success at the 
Odéon. a 

Amouroux, who died a few years ago, was on the editorial staff of an 
influential Paris daily. Four years after the amnesty he was elected 
to the Paris Municipal Couneil, and later to the Chamber of Deputies, 
of which bodies he was considered one of the most industrious members, 
While municipal councillor, he was one of an official. delegation of two 
sent to America on some important mission, the nature of which we do 
not now recall. Here he was feted by the authorities, who little dreamed 
that they were entertaining a villain. 

Brelay has been several times elected to the Chamber of Deputies. 

General Cluseret, who is not only a villain of the Commune, but a 
villain of the Crimean war, a villain of the Garibaldian army, and a 
villain of Fenianism, is at present a member of the Chamber of Deputies. 
Besides a soldier and a legislator, he is a@ painter of no mean power. 

Avrial, after the amnesty, became the contractor of a large sewing- 
machine factory. He is an inventor of such fertility that it is said of 
him that he can take a new patent every day. 

Kmile Ferry has becn mayor of the Ninth Arrondissement of Paris, 

Gumbon, a villain of 1848 as well as of the Commune, who became 
famous as the man whose cow was sold for taxes uuder the Eurpire, was 
another member of the Chamber of Deputies. 

Léo Meillet, on being cxiled, established a boarding sehool in Glasgow. 
The children of the first famiulies of Scotland are entrusted to the care 
of this villain. 

Dr. Goupil, sentenced to five veurs’ imprisonment and pardoned at 
the end of two years and a half, then opened au office in Paris, where 
his medical practice yields him sixty thousand frances a vear, 

Gustave Courbet, instramental iu the demolition of the Venedme 
column, was one ef the leading painters of France, even before the 
Commune. His pietares now command fabulous prices, and his name 
aud works are counted amorgy the crowning glories of French art. 
The villain died m-exile. 

Meline has not only been deputy, but severala member of the govern: 
ment. He was Minister of Agriculture 
of the French protectionists. 

When Felix Pyat died in TRO, he 
Deputies. Roth friends and enemies regarded lini as a journalist of 
the first order and as dramatist ino some respects unequaled He 
wrote the most successful play ever produced on the French stage, “ Phe 
Rag-Pieker of Paris,” of which he afterwards made a novel. 

Rane, the old disciple of Blanqui, is editer-tn-chief of one of the 
first journals of Paris, and has had an opportunity to refuse a cabinet 
position. re 

Blanqu, the arch-conspirator who paid the penalty for his hfe of 
eighty-odd years of villainy by spending forty-seven of them in prison, 
spent his years of freedom in studying society and the stars. He was 
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a noted astronomer. . The great sculptor Dalou disgraced himatf 4 
making a statue of this villain for bis monument at Pére-Ta-hais. 

Dr. Robinet ig one the leaders ef the French Positivists. 

Tirard isa member of the French Senate and has held thre 
agrienlture, commerce, and finance. 

Alavoine, on his return, was given an important filace in the offen 
the Prefect of the Seine. OE aif 

Arnold became architect of the city of Paris. 

Brunel is a professor in the English Naval School, having | 
the position in a competitive examination. e 
Douvet spent his exile in London, where he edited the « Courrier dy 
!"Europe,” of which journal he later became owner, He acquired ores 
influence in England, and was elected a member of the Cobden Pen 
Afterward he sold his journal at a large profit, and became a manufac. 
turerin Paris. He is president of the Anti-Wheat-Tax League ans 
worth a million. ll itis 

Callet, after his three years in prison, was made managing 
of publie buildings of Paris. ; 

Chabert was elected to the Paris Municipal Council. 

Hector France is a prominent novelist. 

Humbert, an editor of the “ Pére-Duchéne” in 
prominent in Parisian journalism. 

Joffrin became a municipal councillor and a deputy. He died hated 
by the Boulangists, in whose overthrow he had been a powerful factor 
They alone considered him a villain. All other parties —radical and 
conservative alike—paid tribute to his memory as an exceptionally 
honest man. ? 

Lucipia is a municipal councillor and an able journalist. 

Dacostais an accomplished grammarian, and his text-books are 
sidered models in the schools. 

Barrére is in charge of French affairs in Egypt and a member of the 
Legion of Honor. 

Dalou is a sculptor of the highest eminence. 

Bricon is @ physician, who has grown go rich through his practice 
that he now cares to work only in the hospitals with his friend, Dr. 
Bourueville. 

Gausseron is a teacher in one of the principal schools of Paris, 

Jaclard lived in Russia during his exile, where in five years he built 
up a considerable literary reputation. 

Jacquot is a consul. 

Perret, accused of burning the Palais Royal, fled to Belgium, where, 
perhaps to atone for his villainy, he built the Winter Garden of the 
King’s Palace and the monumeut to Peter the Great at Spa. After 
the amnesty he built an enormous number of new edifices in Paris, 
He has a fortune of five millions. 

Piat holdsan important post in the management of the State Railways, 

Roques de Filhol became a deputy. 

Vuillaume, with Humbert on the “ Pére Duchéue” in 1871, is an expert 
in technical science. He holds an important position in one of the re- 
eognized dynamite factories. Perhaps it was from this villain that 
Ravachol procured his dynamite. Who knows ?

Without doubt it were vain to hope that holders of 
the soil, saturated, so to speak, with ideas of caste, of privifege, and of 
inheritance, will voluntarily give back to all the bread-yieldtay furrows ; 
the glory will not be theirs of joining as equals therr fellow. citizens ; 
but when public opinion is ripe-— and day by day tt grows ~ individ 
uals will oppose in vain the concourse of wills, and the axe will be 
applied to the upas tree's roots. Arable land will be held once more 
in common; but instead of being ploughed and sown almost at hazard 
by ignorant hands, as it has hitherto been, science will aid us in the 
choice of climate, of sotls, of methods of culture, of fertibizers, and of 
machinery. Husbandry will be gatded by the same preseence as 
mechanical combinations and chenmueal operations ; but the fruits of 
his teil will not be lost to the laborer. Many so-called savage sole 
ties hold their land in common, and bumble though mn our eyes they

Hence 
the saying of the Apostle of the Gentiles, “the law makes sin. Bren 


more, it is sin itself, because, instead of appealing to man’s better part, 
to his bold initiative, it ap peals to his worst) -it rules by fear. Tt thus 
behooves every one to resist laws that he has not made, and to defend 
his personal rights, which are also the rights of others. People often 
speak of the antagonism between rights and duties. Tt is an empty 
sbrase; there isno such antagonism.  Whoso vindteates his own rights 
fulfils at the same time his duty towards his fellow-men. Privileee, 
not right, is the converse of duty. 

Besides the possession of go man’s own person, sound morality 
involves yet another condition —mutual goodwill, which is likewise the 
outeome of equality. The time-honored words of Mahabarata are as 
true as ever: “The ignorant are not the friends of the wise; the man 
who has no cart is not the friend of him who has a eart. Friendship 
is the daughter of equality ; it is never born of inequality.” Without 
doubt it is given to some men, great by their thoughts, by sympathy, 
ov by strength of will, to win the multitude ; bat if the attachment of 
their falicnwnrn and admirers comes otherwise than of an enthusiastic 
affinity of idea to idea, or of beat to heart, it is speedily transformed 
either into faiitictsin or servility. He whe is hailed lord by the 
acclamations of the crowd must Canes of necessity attribute to him- 
self exceptional virtues, or a “grace of God,” that marks him in his 
own estimation asa predestined being, and he usurps without hesitation 
or remorse privileges which he transmits as a heritage to his children, 
But, while in rank exalted, he is morally degraded, and his) partisans 
and sycophants are more degraded still; they wait for the word of 
command which fall from the master’s lips; when they bear in the 
depths of their conse ience some faint note of dissent, it is stifled; they 
become practiced lars, they stoop to flattery, and lose the power of 
looking honest men in the face. Between him who commands and 
him who obeys, and whose degradation deepens from generation te 
generation, there is no possibility of friendship. “The virtues are trans- 
formed; brotherly frankness is destroyed ; independence becomes a 
crime ; above is either pitying condescension or haughty contempt, 
below either envious admiration or hidden hate. Let each of us recall 
the past and ask ourselves in all sincerity this question: ‘* Who are 
the men in whose society we have experienc: | the most pleasure?’ 
Are they personages who have “ honored" us with their conversation, 
or the humble with whom we have “ d. ‘tgned ’* to associate. Are thes 
pot rather our equals, those whose looks neither Huplore hor command, 
and whom we may love with open hearts without afterthought or 
reserve 2 

It is to live in couditions of equality, and eseape from the falsehoods 
and hypocrisies of a society of superiors and inferiors, that so many 
men and women have formed themselves into close corporations and 
little worlds apart. 

Ameriea abounds in communities of this sort. But these sceieties, 
few of which prosper while many perish, are all ruled more or less big 
force ; they carry within themselves the seeds of their own dissolution, 
and are reabsorbed by Nature's law of g avitation into the world which 
they have left. Yet even were they perfection, if man enjoyed in them 
the highest happiness of which his nature is capable, they would le 
none the Jess open to the charge of selfish isolation, of raising a 
wall between themselves and the rest of their race, their pleasures are 
egotistical, and devotion to the would draw 
the best of them into the great struggle. 

Asfor us Anarchists, never will we separate ourselves from the world 
to build a little church hidden tn some vast wilderness. Here is) the 
fighting ground and we remain in the rauks, ready to give our help 
wherever it may be most needed. We do not cherish premature hopes, 
but we know that our efforts will not be fost. Many of the ignorant, 
whoeither out of love of routine or simplieity of soul now anathematize 
us, will end by associating themselves with our cause,

J. Grave, the indefatigable editor of “La Reévolte,’ has heen cone 
demned to two years’ Huprisonment for the publication of his hook 
“The Dying Society and Anarchism,” in spite of the expositions af 
the best. French writers, such as Adam, Mirbewa, Bernard Lazare and 
of the learned Klisce Reclus, who bave all declared themselves solid 
for the views expressed in the incriminated book. 


The juries, while admitting extenuating: cireumstincees, have heen 
afraid of passing for Anarehists if they acquitted the mun who, by an 
unrivaled criticism, based on the facts of contemporary life, bas clearly 
proved that humanity. following a false road, is obliged to change its 
course to assure mankind not only their rights to existenes according 
to natural laws, bat also their intellectial aatonomy according to their 
free development in crafts, art aud science, ;

Some few weeks ago. in the usual crreular sent by the 
General Counei of the S. DL FP. to its several branches, 
oceurred a recommendation to its members not to hold 
debates with Anarchists. Henee, 1} naturally thought 
they were to be severely let alone, and as a ienber of 
the S. 1D. Foowas prepared to loyally fall aa with the pro- 
posal, with, however, the mental reservation as to the 
littleness of mind of those who were responsible for such 
recommendation. But not a week has passed without 
a lecture on Anarchism by one or other of the speakers 
of the S.D. FL Tu the list for Stunday, Marcel TL, occur 
the names of Burrows on {Phe Foolishness of Anareh- 
ism, Davis on ‘S Social-Democracy and Anarchisin,’ 
and Davey on © Socialism and Anarchisie.? And this in 
face of the above reconmmendation. But these are not 
debates but lectures, it may be said. Precisely; and 
that worsens the difficulty imstead of clearing or explaim- 
ing if away, for doubtless if had been carefully cealeu- 
lated that the lecture form gives the Anarchist the least 
Opportunity of stating his case, and the greater safety to 
the lecturer in lus final reply. Ov, perhaps, Anarchists 
are not supposed to be present at all, and af not, what is 
the use of lecturing to those who are already orthodox ? 
Pinay state here that [have not written this with the 
intention of opening a discussion on the relative merits 
of Social-Democracy and Anarchism, and may add that 
since both of them are political forms of Socialism, | 
much prefer the mane of Revolutionary Socialist. 

I attended Davey’s lecture on “Socialism and Anarel- 
ism’. TL sincerely hope, even for the sake of Soeial- 
Democracy, that what T heard there does not pass as a 
type of Social Democratic criticism of Anarchisin, Not 
a single basic principle was touched. Beginning with a 
declaration of love and fraternity, he immediately 
followed by saying that Anarchists were not fit to tive in 
this or any state of society, and that the best they could 
do would be to meet the fate of Bourdin, who, he told us, 
was bent on destroying Greenwich Observatory, a state- 
ment which he afterwards had to acknowledge he had no 
evidence to support Ele was prepared to debate the 
question, he said, though not two mintutes before he liad 
declared it was hopeless to debate with such people, they 
refused tobe convinced. When he was asked to recon 
«ile the recommendation from head-quarters with bis 
challenge to debate, and also to make such contradictory 
actions square to the amenity to aathorty he had 
been leeturmge us upon, he first dented he threw out any 
challenge, and finding that didivt answer, since his exact 
words had been taken down, he then told us he ladiu't 
intended to throw out the challenee, and that he didn't 
hold with debates, as they were not conducive to moral- 
itv! Not one objection wis raised but a few yours ago 
was raised against Soc Democracy itself.

The most important fact concerning the German Auarchist of the 
last two years is that, besides the secret, underground work, at last a 
pubhe Anarchist agitation has grown up aud large masses of people 
are now within the reach of our propaganda. dn that poliee-rmdden 
country that was only possible, itis true, by carrying on the propa. 
eanda work on theoretical fines and putting aside, for the moment, the 
more aetual questions of the ways and means of Anarebist action which 
have come to the front in’ France, Spam, and other countries. Sul, 
this period of theoretical agitation will he useful, especially in a country 
where we mect large numbers of the most hopelessly reactionary 
fossils, namely, the “scientific Marxist Social-Democrats, who are 
brought up in holy horror of Anarchism and, indeed, anything which 
is not in the electioneering dine on general. Bombs would frighten 
them to death ; so it remains to be seen whether a portion of thei are 
open to theoretical propaganda, aud some of the less callous ones are, 
indeed, in Germany, and the propaganda proceeds successfully. 

Daring the last two years, many pamphlets and articles of the 
French Anarchist literature have been translated into German, and an 
unheard of thing before - some of Kropotkin’s and Most’s paimphiets 
have even been reprinted, with some omissions made necessary by
